Further, it is mothproof, fire re- 
sistant, washable with soap and wa- 
ter, hard to tear and tremendously 
lasting, and its cost is far below the 
retail price of the fur coats that now 
haunt thousands of housewives. 

For the moment, the scientists 
prodding has led the government to 
file a patent application for the nylon 
pile fabric, 

From the straight services’ stand-| 
point, the fur is said to be even bet- 
ter than the cariboo skin the Eski- 
mos have used for generations.

Drum Language 
Through Jungles 


A language limited to two letters, 
two syllables, or two tones seems 
like an impossibility, yet such a lan- 
guage is transmitted by throbbing 
signal drums of the Belgian Congo, 
the traditional jungle telegraph. It 
is literally simpler than ABC. KH 
works on the principle of transmit- 
ting the sentence “I am coming", by 
the tones “Da-da-Da-da” and the 
sentence “I heve come" by the tones 
“Da-da-Da”’, 


The drum itself is hollowed from 
a hardwood tree. It is limited to two 
tones, the result of cutting wood 


thicker on one side than on the other. 
These two tones, manipulated by ex- 
pert drummers, can “spell out" com- 
plex messages, The trick lies in the 
vocabulary. Since spoken words 
translated into only two tones would 
often sound the same, a system 
evolved for substituting descriptive 
phrases. Instead of saying it was 
going to rain, the announcer would 
beat this warning: “Badman, son of 
disease, is coming down on clods of 
earth.” 

Many an African explorer, coming 
into an African settlement, was sur- 
prised that news of his arrival pre- 
ceeded him. Although long distance 
drumming is limited in range by

Tractor Accidents 
Rank High 
On The Farm 


Tractors account for 28 per cent. 
of farm machinery accidents in the 
United States according to official 
figures; and most often it is while 
cranking the tractor that farmers get 
sprained or broken wrists. or arms. 
Next most frequently reported are 
accidents that happen while attach- 
ing other implements to tractors, 
being struck or run over by tractors 
that tip over or rear, and jumping | 
or falling off tractors. 

Combines and threshing machines 
account for about a third as many 
accidents as tractors, and corn pick-+ 
ers and corn shellers account for six 
per cent. of machine accidents. Home 
machinery used chiefly by women ac- 
counts for only three per cent. of all 
machinery accidents. | 

Though these figures apply to 
farms in the United States there is 
no reason to assume that ‘machinery 
accidents are less frequent in Can- 
ada.

B.C. Apple Crop 
Estimated Larger 


VICTORIA, — British Columbia's 
1949 apple harvest will be slightly 
larger than last year, according to 
the first official estimate of the pro- 
vincial agriculture department. 

In 1948 British Columbia orchards 
produced 7,272,192 boxes of apples. 
Estimate for 1949 is 7,566,505 boxes. 

At the same time the department 
estimated crabapple production this 
|year would be only 60 per cent. of 
last year, The pear harvest is ex- 
pected also to show a slight loss but 
a slight increase is expected in the 
grape harvest. 

All areas of the province except 
Vancouver Island are expected to 
pick more apples this year than last. 
The harvest for Vancouver Island, 
estimated at 20,000 boxes this year, 
compared with 23,509 boxes actually 
harvested in 1948. 

Department officials have placed 
the Okanagan apple harvest at 6,- 
987,505 boxes. Last years produc- 
tion was 6,863,241 boxes.

Relics Of West's History 


Romance Of Canadian Mounted 
Police Crowded In Small Museum 


REGINA. — Much of the color 
and romance of the Royal Can- 
adian Mounted Police today.was 
crowded into a small museum in 
the basement of the police bar- 
racks here. Relics of some of the 
bloodiest chapters in Western 
Canada’s history were on view 
here fog the thousands of visi-| 
tors who pass through the mu- 
seum each?’ year. 


A one-inch strand of the rope 
which hanged Louis Riel was a grim 
throw-back to the Riel Rebellion of 
1885. Riel, master-mind of the up- 
rising, was convicted of treason and 
hanged at the police barracks here 

The R.C.M.P., then the North West 
Mounted Police, were engaged in the 
Riel campaign. Ambushed at Duck 
Lake, Saskatchewan, 13 police were 
killed and 12 injured. Those 25 men 
represented one quarter of the force. 

A maxim Nordenfelt machine gun 
on display told a murderous tale of 
the Yukon Gold Rush days of 1898- 


from Fort Garry to Fort Whoop-Up 
on the Belly River between Leth- 
bridge and MacLeod, Alta., to halt 
illicit trading of liquor to Indians, 
When the Mounties arrived, the Am- 
ericans had fled. But the Stars and 
Stripes flying over the Fort was 
stark evidence that the United States 
intended to take over what was then 
British North America. 

A uniform of the late Superintend- 
ent J. M. Walsh brought back a chap- 
ter in the story of Sitting Bull. The 
Sioux Indian leader, after the tragedy 
of the Little Big Horn in Montana 
in 1876 crossed into Canada, Super- 
intendent Walsh, who had to deal 
with Sitting Bull, employed a mix- 
ture of tact and toughness. Once the 
Indian was thrown out of Walsh's 
office. Soon Sitting Bull returned 
with his braves only to find the bar- 
racks armed to the teeth. Deciding 
that discretion was the part of valor, 
the Indian returned to his camp. Af- 
ter that he gave no trouble to Cana- 
dian authorities. 

In those days the North West 
Mounted Police were often solely re- 
sponsible for keeping under British 
rule what now is the whole of west- 
ern Canada. 

More recent police exploits 
wholly as exciting if less decisive. 

Eskimo tools and beaded work 
were a clue to the Great Bear Lake 
patrol which was out two years and 
four months in capturing two Eskime 
killers in the far north. The Eskimos 
had murdered two priests of the 
Oblate Missionary Order, in 1913, 
near Bloody Falls, on the Coppermine 
River.

Bullet-spattered snowshoes revived 
the exploits of the mad trapper of 
Rat River, near Aklavik, in 1931, 
That episode marked a milestone in 
police work for in the pursuit of the 
trapper, an airplane and radio were 
put into use for the first time in @ 


| manhunt. 
The trapper, Albert Johnson re- 
sisted to the end and was shot to 


death. 


A Japanese balloon was a memento 
of one of the best kept secrets of the 
Second World War. The _ balloons 
were set adrift in Japan and carried 
to Canada by air currents. They fell 
over a wide area of Western Canada 
from the Pacific Coast to Manitoba 
but the security clamp was so tight 
that few civilians heard about them 
until after the war. 

A German naval lieutenant’s uni- 
form, complete with iron cross, told 
the story of a German officer who 
was put ashore by a Nazi submarine 
near New Carlisle, Quebec, in No- 
vember, 1942. He was Lieutenant 
Janowski who was captured shortly 
after he landed and turned over to 
the R.C.M.P. He later did counter- 
espionage work for the Allies.

2,4-D For Perennial Weeds 

With exceptions, perennia\ 
weeds in growing grain crops arc 
more difficult to control with 2,4-D 
than are annual weeds. 

Perennial Weeds. In contrast 
with annuals, which live but one 
year and spread through — the 
medium of seed, perennial weeds 
live for three or more years and 
spread not only by seed but also by 
underground roots or stems. Canada 
Thistle and Perennial Sow Thistle 
ire by far the most common and 
troublesome broad-leaved perennial 
veeds in prairie grain fields. 

Thistle Control slf treated when 
the plants are in the rosette stag 
of growth (or when the plants are 
from 2 to 4 inches high), the toy 
growth of Canada Thistle and 
Perennial Sow Thistle can be suc- 
cessfully controlled with relatively 
light dosages of 2,4-D. The rate of 
5 to 8 ounces of 2,4-D acid per acre 
is recommended. Under poor grow- 
ing conditions the heavier rate 
should be used. Early treatment of 
Canada Thistle and Perennial Sow 
Thistle with 2,4-D saves chemical, 
reduces mechanical crop injury 
from spraying and dusting equip- 
ment, and destroys these weeds 
before they have robbed the crop of 
water and plant food 

Important Points. In controlling 
perennial weeds it is important to 
remember that some crop damage 
to wheat, oats and barley may result 
f rates higher than 4% pound of 
2,4-D acid per acre are used. How- 
ever, where heavy infestations of 
Canada ‘Thistle, Perennial Sow 
Thistle and other perennial weeds 
occur, it may be advisable to accept 
some crop injury in order to gain 
maximum weed control. As flax will 
not, with safety, tolerate more than 
5 ounces of 2,4-D per acre, the use 
of this chemical for controlling 
perennial weeds in flax crops is not 
generally recommended 

Precautions Use 2,4-D
